Applicant hereby responds to the Restriction Requirement of March 20, 2000 and 
while applicant disagrees with the Examiner's interpretation of restriction practice under 
PCT, nonetheless elects, with traverse, Group I, claims 1-11, drawn to a methods of 
treating virus containing samples. 

Further it is believed that since the subject matter of Group II and Group III claims 
would have to be searched in order to properly cover the subject matter of Group I, claims 
1-11, this Restriction Requirement is unfounded. 

Applicant cannot agree with the Examiner's interpretation of PCT Rule 13.1 and 
13.2 and reserves the right to have further consideration of this issue by the USPTO at a 
later time. 



Accordingly, applicant at this time will not cancel any of the remaining claims at 
least until this requirement is made final. 

In any event, Group I, claims 1-1 1, are now ready to be examined further by the
